There are 21 cities in Mexico, ranging from 20,000 to 
$8,000 inhabitants; 28 cities from 10,000 to 20,000; and 
106 citics trom $5,000 to 10,000, ; 

A Japanese colony, with the practical shrewdness charac- 
teristic of this people, have secured a large tract of land in 
the State of Chiapas, where they are cultivating coftee, co- 
ca, vanilla, and other tropical products. The production

They all 
speak the Spanish language. What possible 
chance have they, under present conditions, to - 
hecome intelligent citizens of our republic, with a 
common interest in our American institutions ? 


> With our mission work we endeavor to teach the 


children patriotism, and I think the other missions 
do the same. To the Mexicans, in these secluded 
valleys, the United States flag is the sign for a 
$aloon. Hence, there is a very low foundation upon which 
to build patriotism. But, without boasting, one can see a 
change for the better, in many ways, in the children who 


have at ed our mis$ion school. They have learned to 
love to our Protestant Bible, in English and Spanish, 
and to e verses from it. 


Still there is a great work to be done with these people. 
The older ones are in the depths of ignorance and super- 
Stition, and, with few exceptions, live in filth and vice. They 
obey implicitly the commands of their leaders, the Catholic 
priests. Therefore it is surprising that $0 many as is the 
case allow their children to attend our school and services. 

And what of the many who hold aloof from us? Had you 
been in San Juan, an Indian pueblo twelve miles from here, 
a few weeks ago, you might have witnessed scenes and ser- 
vices by Mexicans and Indians fit only for the dark ages. 

Could you have $een these services and the accompany- 
ing feast of San Antonio, the $aint who issupposed to bless 
the growing crops, you would have $aid with me that there 
is much mission work to be done right here in- our own 
country, while we are $tretching our hands to our neighbors 
in the tropic regions.
